JlIaVING obferved that the meafares purfucd 
by Lord Cornwallis, during the attempt made by 
the finall body of French troops, which landed in 
in Ireland under General Humbert in Auguft laft, 
as well as the operations of the King's troops,Jiavc 
been in general mifunderftood, and above all,. that 
very grofs raifreprefentations have been made of 
the means which were employed to defeat the 
enemy's objefl:, I am induced to lay before the 
public, a Ihort ftatement of fadls, which, as 
an officer employed at that period in Ireland, I 
can, from perfonal obfervation, bring forward as 
authentic ; and to which I have been enabled to 
give a greater degree of correclnefs, from having 
been fo fortunate as to procure, from the commu- 
nication of official documents, much information, 
of which I could not otherwife have been in pof- 
feflion.

It may be neceffary to make a few previous ob- 
fcrvations, on the ftate of (Jefcnce the country, was 
in at the time General Humbert landed at Killala. 

Before Marquis Cornwallis arrived in Ireland, 
thfe fyftem which had been purfued for the fupprcf- 
lion of rebellion (which for a confiderable time 
had fpread without aiTuming a decided and collec- 
tive form) added to the defire of aflfording pro- 
tcftion to individual property, had neceffarily oc- 
caiioned a very great difperfion of the troops:^ 
hence confiderable difBculties arofe, when circum- 
ftanccs of a more ferious nature required the af- ^ 
fcmbling any where, a body of troops calculated 
to oppofe decidedly the attempts of an enemy, 
who bad coUcfted in fufficient force to become as 
formidable to the general interefts and fccurity of 
the kingdom, as he had for fome time proved to 
thofe of individuals ; and of this, the time which 
elapfcd before Lieutenant General Lake could 
colleft a corps that was thought equal to the at- 
tack of the rebels at Vinegar Hill, and in other 
parts of the county of Wexford, appears a fuffi- 
cient proof. 

Much as the Lord Lieutenant could have wiflied 
immediately to make fuch a difpofition of the 
troops, as lhoul4 more effe£lually provide for the 
general defence of the kingdom againft foreign at- 
tempts. 
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temptSj or for its fccurity againft any ferious inter- 
nal commotions^ it wa$ impofEblej without much 
Caution, and^ from iriahy confiderations, without 
much delay, to carry intd execution any arrange- 
ment for collcdling, in the firft inftance the de- 
tachments of regiments which were moft difperfed, 
and in the next for aflembling and flationing, at 
particular points, corps which might be moved as 
circumfiances fhould require, and might a£t with 
expedition and effed s independent of whichj the 
ftatc of difturbancc in which the counties of Wex- 
ford, Wicklow, Kilkenny, Kildare, and parts of 
Dublin ftill continued, required a very large pro- 
portion of th£ force, and this confideration na,- 
turally encreafed the difficulty of forming and ex- 
ecuting any arrangement, having a general objeft 
in jiricw. 

Thefe difficulties had hbwever been in great 
meafurc overcome, the arrangement was made 
and on the point of execution, when a report was 
received in Dublin, from Major General Hutchin- 
fon, of the landing of the enemy, on the aad of 
Auguft, in Killala Bay, on the weftern coaft of 
Ireland, in which quarter of the kingdom the 
troops were at that timq very thinly fcattered ; the 
province of Connaught having continued in a ftatc 
of comparative quiet when rebellion was raging in 
other parts of Ireland. 

Ba The 
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The French landed near Killala, about fix m ' 
the evening, from three frigates and a brig, to the 
number of 1260 rank and file, with a very con - 
fiderable proportion of officers, and three pieces of 
cannon. A fmall party of the Lcicefter Fcncible 
Infantry, under Lieutenant Sills of that regiment, 
and the yeomanry of the town of Killala, attempted 
to oppofe their progrefs to the town, but were fur- 
rounded and taken prifoners, having three men 
killed. The Bifiiop of Killala, Dean Thompfon, 
and fome other clergymen, were alfo made prifoners 
by the French, who, upon entering the town, 
diftributed handbills to the populace, declaring 
themfelves friends of the people, and their deliverers 
from oppreffion.* 

Upon receiving information of thefe events, the 
Tyrawley Yeoman Cavalry aflcmbled in Ballina, 
where they were joined on the morning of the 2;^d 
by fome volunteers, and before night by feveral 
troops of j^eoman cavalry, and a detachment of the 
carabineers, under Major Keir, who took the com- 
mand in Ballina. — On the morning of the 24th, the 
French marched from Killala towards Ballina, but 
meeting with greater oppofition than they probably 
cxpeftcd, they retreated to Killala. In the even- 
ing, Major Keir having been reinforced by feveral

corps 
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corps of yeomanry, advanced to within one mik 
and a half of Killala, but was obliged again to fall 
back, after an unfuccefsful Ikirmifh, in which the 
Rev. Mr. Fortcfcue, reftor of Ballina, and two 
men of the carabineers, were wounded, the former 
mortally. In the retreat. Major Keir met Colonel 
Sir Thomas Chapman, who was advancing with 
three troops of the carabineers, and fome infantry. — 
Sir Thomas Chapman having collefted the troops, 
took poll on an eminence near Moyne Abbey, 
whence he retreated, unmol^fted, at 12 o'clock 
at night, through Ballina to Foxford. 

During all this time, the French had not been 
joined by any confiderable number of the inhabi- 
tants of the county of Mayo ; who indeed, except in 
the immediate neighbourhood of Killala, remained 
pcrfeSly quiet ; nor did they appear more difpofed 
to rife in the other parts of the province of Con- 
naught. The numbers of the French had been 
much exaggerated, few reports making them 
amount to lefs than 1800 men, with 12 or 15 pieces 
of cannon.— The frigates failed from Killala Bay 
on the 24th. Brigadier General Taylor had on 
that day marched from Sligo," with about 250 men 
of the Leicefter Fencibles, and about the fame 
number of yeomanry, towards Ballina ; but finding 
that the place had been occupied by the French

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upon the retreat of the King's troops, he returned 
to Sligo, 

Major General Hutchinfon, who commanded in 
the province of Connaught, and who, with Major 
General French, was in the town of Galway, upon 
the firft intelligence of the enemy's landing, had 
moved the Longford regiment of militia upon Gort, 
and upon receiving further accounts, determined 
upon ordering all the troops he could coUcft, to 
march towards the counties of Mayo and Sligo, 
which, however, from the flender force under his 
command, could not be done without leaving the 
counties of Leitrim and Rofcommon open, and 
the* bridges on the upper Shannon almoft without 
protection. The troops with which he moved 
towards Caftlebar, were the Kerry Militia, from 
Galwayj a detachment of the Frafcr Fcncibles, 
from Tuam j the Kilkenny Militia, from Loughrea ; 
the Longford, from Gort ; a detachment of Lord 
Roden's Fcncible Dragoons, and four fix-pounders 
and a howitzer, from Athenry. Thefc troops 
were afterwards joined by the ikeleton of the 6th 
regiment (about loo men) from Galway, which 
town remained garrifoned by a few corps of yeo- 
manry only. The difpofition of the country con- 
tinued favourable, which was not however abfo- 
lutely the cafe towards Carrick on Shannon, to

which place the city of Limerick regiment of 
militia were ordered, from Athlone, by Brigadier 
General Bamett. 

In confequence of the circumftances and move- 
ments above ftated, reports of which were received 
in Dublin on the 24th Auguft^ Lord Cornwallis 
immediately ordered Lieutenant General Lake to 
proceed to Galway, to take the command of the 
troops aflembling in Connaught, meaning in perfon 
to colled: the troops that could be marched from 
Leinfter, at Athlone or Carrick on Shannon, as 
circumftances ihould point out. 

The following difpofition was made of the march 
of thofc troops, towards the Shannon, for occupy- 
ing fixed ftations and fecuring the communications^ 
and with the further view to the prefervation of 
peace in the difturbed counties of Dublin, Wick* 
low, Wexford, Meath, Kildare, and Louth^ 
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FORCE to move towards the Shannon.

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Independent of the above difpolition, Major 
General Nugent was direded to aflemble a corps 
oh the frontier of his diftrift (the Northern) 
towards Sligo. 

Lieutenant Colonel Maxwell, of the 23d Dra- 
goonsj who commanded at Ennifkillen, had, on 
the firft alarm, marched from thence to Sligo, 
with the whole of his garrifon, conlifting of about 
500 men, of which, upwards of one-half Yeo- 
manry, and two howitzers and two fix pounders ; 
and the fmall garrifon of Ballyfhannon had alio 
marched to Sligo. Brigadier General Cham- 
pagne, upon his arrival at Ennifkillen, from 
Armagh, fent orders to Major Packenham, quar^ 
tered at Granard, with two troops of the 23d 
Dragoons, to proceed to Carrick on Shannon^ and 
collefted at Ennifkillen, a garrifon of about 600 
Yeoman Cavalry and Infantry. He further di- 
refted a garrifon of Yeomanry to be ftationed at 
Ballyfhannon, and the Yeomanry of the baronies 
pf his diftrift, bordering on the fea, to coUedl at 
Doncgall. Lord Portarlington, who commanded 
the Queen's County regiment, at Strabane and 
Armagh, was alfo to aflemble the yeoman corps in 
his neighbourhood, fo as to enable him to fend 
cither to Ennifkillen or Ballyfhannon, a reinforce- 
ment of 600 men. 

Major 
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Major General Nugent had ordered Colonel 
Lord William Bentinck from Armagh, to proceed 
with the proportion of the Breadalbane Fencibles, 
quartered there and atMonaghan, as well as a part 
of the 24th Dragoons, to Ennifkillen. The 3d 
light battalion to proceed from. Blaris Hutts to 
Lurgan, and the North Lowland Fencibles from 
Dungannon to Augher and Glogher, there to re- 
main. The whole of the Yeomanry corps in the 
Northern Diftrift were ordered to hold themfelves 
in readincfs to take the field ; but, unlefs abfolutely 
neceffary, it was not thought expedient to remove 
them from agricultural and other occupations, 
which required their immediate attention. 

Major General Hutchinfon arrived at Caftlebar 
on the 25th, he found the country through which he 
paffed, as well as the neighbourhood of that place, . 
in a (late of perfeQ: tranquility. It however, was re- 
ported, that the French who remained at Killala 
and Ballina had been joined by 1800 men; and 
Major General Huti^hinfon having very foon rcafon 
to think, that notwithftariding the firft appearance 
of things, the inhabitants began to favour the- 
enemy's projefl:, and were rifing in confiderable 
numbers, he was induced to give up the plan he 
had at firft formed of attacking them, and judged 
it advifcable to write to Lord Cornwallis for further 
affiftance. Brigadier General Taylor moved from 

SligQ 
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Sligo towards Caiftlebar, on the 125th, with about 
1 200 men, chiefly Yeomanry. 

Lord Cornwallis arrived at Phillipftown on the 
26th with the looth Regiment, the ift and ad bat* 
talions of light infantry, and the flank companies 
of the Bucks and Warwick Militia, and on the 
27th proceeded to Kilbeggan, the troops having 
made a progrefe of forty four Irifti miles (about 
fixty Englifh) in two days. 

In the mean time reports were received from 
Lieutenant General Dundas, who commanded in 
the county of Kildare, that there were grounds to 
apprehend that a general infurre&ion was intended 
in that county, that notices had been circulated 
by the difaflFe£ted, calling upon the people to rife, 
and that many of the inhabitants had abandoned 
their habitations*, in confequence of which, he had 
been under the neceflity of detaining part of the re- 
inforcements ordered to Connaught* 

Very early in the morning of the 28th, Major 
Hardy, Afliiftant Quarter Mafter General, arrived 
at Kilbeggan, with a report from Lieutenant Gene- 
ral Lake, of the refult of an attack made by the 
French, on the morning of the ajth, on Major 
General Hutchinfon*s corps at Caftlebar, which 
Lieutenant General *Lake had joined the night 

before. 
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before. Upon receiving intelligence that the 
enemy were advancing towards Caftlebar, the 
troops were ordered to occupy a pofition in front, 
which covered that town, as well as the greater part 
of the county of Mayo, and was well calculated for 
keeping up the communication with Brigadier 
General Taylor, who had advanced to Foxford, 
and whofe corps had been reinforced by the Kerry 
Militia and the Leicefter Fencibles, which had 
been detached from Caftlebar. The enemy's 
attack was made about feven in the morning. 

The French, with about 1 500 rebels, advanced 
in regular order upon the King's troops, who 
waited their approach in the pofition they occupied. 
The artillery, under Captain Shortall, was admir- 
ably ferved and made a vifible impreflion, infomuch 
that the enemy's advance was aftually checked, 
and they began to difperfe ; at this critical moment 
our troops, as if feized with a fudden panic and 
without any apparent reafon, gave way; and no(« 
withftanding every effort made by Lieutenant Ge- 
neral Lake, Major Generals Hutchinfon and 
Trench, and the very meritorious exertions of all 
their officers^ they could not be rallied, but retired 
in confufion through Caftlebar towards Holly- 
mount. Lord Roden's Fencible Dragoons, how- 
ever, fhewed great gallantry upon this as they had 
upon all other occafions ; they protected the retreat 

of 
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"of the iiifantry and even recovered a fix-poander 
which the French had pufhed forwatd through 
Caftlebar. The fkeleton of the Sixth Regiment, 
under Major Macbean alfo behaved with fpirit ia 
the adiou« 

The following is the return of killed, wounded, 
and miilingy and of guns loft upon this unfortu* 
nate occafion. Of the foldiers of the Longford and 
Kilkenny Militia returned mii&ng, the greater part 
had deferted to the enemy. The lofs of the 
French in killed and wounded (and refulting al- 
moft entirely from the eflfed of the artillery) was af- 
terwards found to have been far more confiderablc 
than that of the King's Troops.

. * Imtnediatcly after receiving the report of this 
affair. Lord Cornwallis proceeded to Athlone^ 
where, upon his arrival, he regdived information 
from different quarters, but particularly from Mr, 
0*Donnell, Captain of the Newport Pratt Yeo- 
manry, and from a Lieutenant of the Carabineers, 
both of whom hafl left Tuam in the morning that 
Liputenant General L?kc had rctir(?d to that place, 
and had been followed by the French who were 
ftated to have driven his corps out of the town, and 
to have taken pofTciEon of it. However extraordi- 
nary fuch an event appeared, the information was 
fo politive and fo circumftantial,that there feemed

:Thc French were further faid to have been 
joined by very cqnjl^dcrablenumbcrs of the inhabit- 
ants, and to. have diftributcid a-rms to them; 
and Sir Thomas Chapman who had retired to 
Frenp hr Park, a4fo: reported that the country to the 
. Northward, towards SligOj was in open rebellion. 
Every ppfSble precaution became indifpenfablc. 
His Excellency therefore determined, at all events, 
.to halt at Athlone, until joined by the Sutherland 
and Reay Fencibles, who were direfted to haften 
their march from Longford, and to wait the arrival 
of the Queen's and 29th Regiment, then on their 
march from Kilkenny, and who were expefted to 
join in the courfe of five days* The brigade of 
Guards from Waterford, Rofs, and Clonmell had 
alfo been direded to move towards the Shannon, 
and the Yeomanry, throughout the kingdom, were 
ordered upon permanent duty. The city of Limc^ 
rick Regiment was ordered from Carrick on Shan- 
non to Enni&illen* 

Every precaution was taken to fecute the town 
of Athlone againfl: attack, and piqu?ts and patroles 
. were far advanced on the roads to Ballinailoe and 
Tuam. ' 

C 2 Th(^ 
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The firft divifion of the Sutherland and Rcay 
Fcneiblcs arrived at Athlone late on tlie aSth, 
the remainder on tEe 29th; Letters were on that 
day received from Lieutenant General Lakcj dating 
that he had been under the neceffity of continuing 
his retreat to Tuam,- during which he had been 
joined near HoUymount, by the Louth Militia. 
A flag of truce had arrived on the 29th at Tuam, 
with 1 2 of the officers taken prifoners at Caftlebar, 
from whom he learnt that numbers of the inhabi- 
tants had joined the French, as well as many de- 
ferters from the Longford and Kilkenny regiments. 
The French remained at Caftlebar, having a few 
piquets in front of the town ; Ballinrobe, Holly- 
mount, Swineford, &c. were occupied by the 
rebels. Lieutenant General Lake added, that 
from the redudion which had taken place in his 
corps, and the want of artillery -and ammunition, 
he (hould be obliged to draw nearer to Athlone. 

Upon the receipt of the above report. Lord 
Corajyallis determined to move forward on the 
30th with the corps under his command. Orders 
were font to Lieutenant General Lake to halt the 
Sixth Regiment, the Louth Milifia, and the de- 
tachment' of the Frafer Fencibles, and Lord Ro- 
-den's Fencible Dragoons at Ballinamore, and* to 
direfl: the remainder of his corps (the conduS of 
which during the retreat had been very diforderly) 

to 
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to proceed on their march to Athlone, Brigadier 
General Taylor, who with the . troops he had col- 
ledcd, was retreating upon Carrick on Shannon, 
was ordered to halt at Boyle. 

In the mean time reports were received from 
Captain Thatcher, who with a detachment of the 
Northumberland Fencibles, was ftationed at Kil- 
beggati, that an attack was intended on his poft, 
by about looo Rebels collcfted in the neighbour- 
hood, who were to be joined by thofe from the 
County of Kildare. In confequence. Brigadier 
General Barnett was dire£ted to order the Yeo- 
manry from Moat and the neighb<yurhood to 
Kilbeggan, and if ncceflary to detach further from 
the Garrifon of Athlone, when enabled fo to dd 
by the arrival of the Longford and Kilkenny

Major General Nugent reported on the 29th, 
that he had ordered the 3d Battalion of Light 
Infantry, from Ennifkillcn to Sligo* That the 
Limerick City Regiment had arrived at Ennilkillen 
and remained there with the Breadalbane Fencible 
Regiment, whilft the Argyll Fencibles occupied 
Belturbet, and that he had ordered all the boats at 
Lough Erne, as well as in Lough Neagh and the 
River Bann, to be fecured, to prevent the poflibility

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erf a juni^iop, (hould the dlifaffcQed in the North 
attempt a rifing. 

Lord Corn wallis's corps arrived and encamped 
on the 30th, near BalUnamore, where his Excel- 
lency halted the 31ft, to give the Queen's and 29th 
regiments time to join him. Thcfe regiments had 
made a.moft expeditious march from Wexford; 
and arrived at Ballinafloe on the 31ft. Lieutenant 
Colonel Craufurd (Deputy Quartermafter General) 
wa? fcnt fqrward towards Cafllebar, with a ftrong 
p^trole of Lord Rodcn's Fencibles; and Horn- 
pcfch's Dragoons, to afcertain the politlon and 
proceedings of the enemy. Brigadier General 
Taylor was direftcd to wait further orders at Boyle, 
to fend co(]ftalit and (Irong patfoles in every direc- 
tion, and Very far in his front. The brigade of 
Guards was ordered to halt at Birr, .where they 
would be within reach fhovild their fupport be 
required.* 

, Brigadier General Barnett reported from Ath- 
lone, that the forges both ia Rolcoratiion and on 
the Leinfter fide, were bufily employed in making 
pikes, and that a great number of trees had been 
cut down for that purpofe. 

Lieutenant Golpnel Craufurd had, on the 31ft, 
proceeded to Holly Mgunt, and to Kilmain, near 

which 
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which place he took a fd'w rebels prifoners ; and he 
learnt that a conliderable body of armed, rebels, 
commanded by Mr. George Blake, were in pof- 
feffion of Ballinrobe. Not having any infantry 
with him, and the horfes of the cavalry being 
fatigued, he judged it advifeable not to pufh any 
further on thkt day, and returned to Hollymount. 

Lord Cornwallis, on the ift September, pro- 
ceeded to Knock Hill, where his corps encamped. 
His Excellency here received a further report from 
Colonel Craufurd, who had advanced about five 
miles from Hollymount, in the direftion of Caftle- 
bar, without meeting with an enemy. He was 
informed by perfons who had efcaped from Caftlc- 
bar, that the French had been joined by many of 
the inhabitants of the diftrift, to the North of the 
line, from Ballinrobe to Clare, but particularly from 
the Weftern and moft mountainous parts of the 
county of Mayo ; in which neighbourhood it was 
faid that fcvpral gentlemen headed the infurgents. 

Colonel Craufurd alfo fent a patrolc into BaJlin' 
robe, where they found about 80 men in arms, 
whom' they difperfed, killing 12, the remainder 
having with Mr. Blake left the place for Caftlebar 
in the morning. A flag of truce arrived at Holly- 
mount on the fame day, under the pretence of 

C 4 bringing 
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bringing in two of the carabineers, but evidently 
for the porpofc of reconnoitring. 

Lord CornwalKs.on the ad arrived and encamped 
about two miles in front of Tuain, where he was 
joined by the Queen's and 29th regiments, and 
the annexed was the order of battk of h\t Excel* 
Icncy^s corps on that day. 

To thofe who have been at the trouble of con* 
fidering the ftate of the country, as well as the 
obvious circumftances which bad prepared and 
produced the enemy's firft fuccefs at Caftlebar, it 
miy be unneceffary to obferve on the propriety 
and the prudence of the motives which probably 
Jnduced Lord Cornwallis not to place himfeJf ia a 
fituation to give or to receive a decifive aftion, until 
his corps ihould be compofed of troops in which be 
could firmly confide. The refult of the adion of 
Caftlebar was a fufficicnt proof of what might be 
cxpefted from a fccond check, particularly if re- 
ceived by any part of the c6y)s which was then 
moving forward. Its efFc£k would not have been 
confined to the increafe of men and means, which 
would have refulted to the fmall corps of French 
troops, whofc exiftcnce refted folely on the degree 
of fupport they received ; it would have extended 
to tbe difaffcfted in every part of the kingdom, 

who, \ 
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who, there was good reafon to believe, bad only 
continued quiet as yet, becaufe they were unwilling 
to^ truft to the firft fucccfs of fo fmall a foreign 
fupport, in an undertaking which, if it ultinniately 
failed, muft affed their lives and properties^ and 
becaufe they were looking forward to the arrival of 
an additional French force which was known to bti 
prepared in Breft, and which was prevented by our 
fleet cruizing off that port, froth failing at the fame 
time that General Humbert left Rocbfort* 

In many parts of the country, however, and par- 
ticularly in thofc which had been the feat of former 
difturbance, the difaffeded were not influenced by 
cautious confiderations, but were adually in armg 
and avowing their purpofe of giving every poffible 
aSiftance to the French, and of impeding, by every 
means in their power, the operations of the King's 
troops. Large bodies were colleding in the 
counties of Kildare, Wcftmeath, and Longford > 
Kofcommon iras overawed by the vicinity of the 
troo{is alone, and even the capital was threatened 
with ferious diftorbances and rifings, which could 
not either be faid to have fublided in the counties of 
Wicklow, Wexford, and Carlow, although they 
bad been reduced to a ftatc of comparative quiet 
previous to the withdrawing of Major General 
Moore's corps, ,- 

Lord 
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Lot'd Cornwallis had received pofitive inforift- 
ation that the Breft expedition was dcftincd for the 
North tof Ireland, and that it was only waiting a 
favourable opportunity to elude the vigilance of our 
fleets } General Humbert's remaining at Caftlcbar 
might with reafon be attributed to the cxpefta- 
tion of receiving reinforcements himfclf, and of a 
co-operalion from the corps wihch Wjas to fail froih 
Breft ; and as long as be continued ftationary, 
there were jiot, any grounds attaching to his corps 
folcly, which could juftify any meafure on the part 
of Lord Cornwaliis, not adopted with a moral 
ee?tainty of fuccefs, or "which was attended wi|h 
tht.naoft diftant probability of a trifling check, 'Or 
partial riflc.—Thefe obfcrvations, if admitted as 
jUft,^ will fufficiently account for his Excellency's 
dcfire to be joined byfo refpedablc a reinforce- 
ment as that of two old and well difciplined 
regiments of Jthe line, before he proceeded to ftrike- 
a blow^ which in its effeds irivolved confiderations 
fat- more important than the mere operations which, 
under other circumftances, would have been 
direfied againft the enemy with whom be had to 
contend. 

His Excellency determined to reinforce Brigadier 
General Taylor's corps, fo as to enable it to ad 
with decifion and vigour upon the enemy's left, 
and more cfFeQually to fecure the country to the 

Eaftward 
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EaRward and Northward, fliould the enemy, inftcad 
of awaiting his Excellency's attack at. Caftlcbar, 
attempt to pufh either towards Sligo or the Shannon. 
The annexed return of the force under Brigadier 
General Taylor, confifting in great meafure of 
very fmall corps, and of detachments, will point 
oat to every military man, the neccflity of rein- 
forcing it, before it could be brought forward and' 
placed in a fituation where it might perhaps be 
under the ncceffity of ading independently. 

Lieutenant General Lake therefore marched 
early on the 3d, with the Rcay Fenciblcs and the 
Armagh Militia, by Dunmore, to Bs^llinlough, 
whence he was to proceed. to French Park. Gciierar 
Taylor received orders on the fame day, to advance 
with the whole of his corps to French Park, where 
Lieutenant General Lake would take the com- 
mand. Brigadier General Taylor's advanced pofts 
were on the 3d pufhed forward to Ballaghy, Swine- 
ford, Kilkelly, &c. ; and Lieutenant Colonel Crau- 
furd was ordered to patrole from Hollymount 
towards Clare, Ball, Balcurra, &c. and to en- 
deavour to afcertain the pofition of the enemy. 
The reports of perfons who had efcaped from the 
country in the poflcfrion of the epemy, dated, that 
they intended if poffible to make a (land at Caftle* 
bar, where they had been joined by about 8000 ^ 
rebels, who were principally armed with pikes ; 

fhould 
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fiiould they however be under the neccffity of 
retreating from Caftlcbar, that they propofcd taking 
rcfogc in the mountainous parts of the County of 
Mayo, and there wait further reinforcements from 

France,

Major General Nugent proceeded on the 2d. to 
ihake the neceffary arrangements for the fcciirity 
of Sl?go, in cafe of attack ; be had ordered the 
Limerick City Regiment from Enniikilleni as a 
reinforcement to its garrifon, which was formed of 
the following corps, Major General Nugent having 
fcnt the third battalion of Light Infantry to Briga- 
dier General Taylor's corps, and having received 
in exchange, the Effcx Regiment of Fenciblc 
infuitry.

Co}onelVereker,the fenior officer, was ordered not 
to move out of th^ town, unlefs he found he could 
not maintain it," in which cafe he was to retire upon 
Ballyfhannon. After making the ncceflary arraign- 
ments at Sligo and Ballyfhannon, Major Ge»6ral 
Nugent returned to Ennifkillen/ 

On the 4th, Lord Cornwallis moved forward 
with the .whole of his corps, and encamped in the 
rear of Hoilymount : Here he received information 
that the enemy had entrenched himfclf behind 
Caillebar, on the ground where the attack was 
made on Lieutenant-general Lake's corps, and that 
he had potted the rebels in Caftlebar and the vil- 
lages in its front. His Excellency, upon this in- 
telligence, determined to march from Hoilymount 
at day-break, with the whole of his corps, with the 
view of attacking the enemy ; and dircded Lieu- 
tenant-general Lake to advance to Ballaghy,,to 
pufh his advanced pofts to Foxford and Caftlebar, 

and 
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and to communicate with him by patrolcs on the 
roads from Swiriiford to Molina and Ball. 

In the evening, however, of the 4th, Xord Corn- 
.wallis received information, that the enemy bad 
marched early in the morning from Caftlebar, with 
the whole of his force, in the direftion of Foxford, 
and a confirmation of this report was received from 
Lieutenant -Colontrl Crauford, who had pufhed into 
:Caftlcbar^ upon learning that the enemy had left 
the place, where, he found feveral wounded officers 
.and mc;n, about 50 barrels of powder., an ammuni- 
tion-waggon, and fome arms. The intelligence he 
received was contradiftory, fome reports ftating 
that the enemy was marching to Sligo, others 
that he intended an attack on Lieutenant-Gcneral 
Xake's corps, but not being able to gain any pofi- 
tivc information, he determined to follow the ene- 
my at day-break the next morning, and to hang 
upon his rear, with the detachment of Hompefch 
and Lord Roden's fencible dragoons, which formed 
the corps under his orders. Lieutenant-Colonel 
Crauford, alfo apprehended in Caftlebar, Mr. John 
Moore, whom General Humbert had appointed 
Prefidcnt of the Council, for the Province of 
Connaught.* . 

Note 4, and Tranflation. 

As 
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As 4t was impoffible to form a corr^fi: judgment 
of General Humbert's .objcd. Lord CornwaUis fent; 
dircdions to Lieutenant-General Lake to follow 
him, and to harrafs and impede his, mdi,tch, but not 
to rifk an adion, unlefs with almofl.a^ccr.taiiityof 
fucccfs. His Excellency marched at day-break on 
the 5th, from HoUymounr, through . Clare to 
Ballyhaunis, and the Yeomanry Corpa of .Mayo 
were ordered to return to their forcncr ftations in 
that county. * - 

. During the march to Ballyhaunis, and very near 
that place, Lord Cornwallis received information 
from Lieutenant-General Lake, and from his owni 
patroles, that the enemy was marching, with the 
utmoft expedition, towards Sligo, and had paffed 
Tubbcr curry, where he had been (lightly engaged 
with the Yeomanry of the place. His Excellency 
upon this, determined to reinforce Lieutenant- 
General Lake's corps, and Major- General Moore 
accordingly marched very early in the morning of 
the 6th, with the looth regiment, and the two 
flank battalions, in the diredion of Tubber-curry; 
His Excellency, with the remainder of the corps 
propofed marching upon Carrick, there to pafs the 
Shannon, and to proceed up the Eaftern Bank of 
that river; regulating his fubfcqucnt movements 
according to thofe of the enemy. Orders were 
fcnt to the garrifon 9f Sligo, not to wait the ene- 
my's 
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my's attack in that open and defcncelcfs town, but 
to retire to Bally ftiannon or Ennilkillen* 

Reports were received at Ballyhaunis, that ferious 
difturbances were taking place in the counties of 
Weftmeath and Longford j that the people were 
rifing in the neighbourhood of Ballimore, Granard, 
Rathown, the Iflands of Rathafpick, MuUingar, Kil- 
beggan, &c. and had proceeded to ads of rebellion. 
Major General Trench had, in confequcnce, de- 
tached from the Garrifon of Athlone to Ballimore, 
&c. and had ordered Brigadier General Dunne 
to reinforce Mullingar from Tullamorc. Major 
General Nugent had alfo ordered a detachment of 
the Argyll Fencibles, from Belturbet and Cavan, to 
Granard, which, however, returned, upon re- 
ceiving information that the rebels affembled in its 
neighbourhood, had been defeated, with great 
flaughter, by the Yeomanry Corps under Lord 
Longford and Captain Cottingham. 

In confequence of thcfe events, and the appre- 
henfions which appeared to be entertained in every 
part of the Counties of Longford and Weftmeath, 
that the rebellion was fpreading, and was likely 
foon to become formidable, his Ejccellency 
thought proper to order the Brigade of Guards 
from Birr to Kilbeggan, where they would alfo be 
at hand, fhould it be found neceflary to fend troops 

to 
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to Dublin^ where fome difpofition to difturbance 
had been manifefted i boats were accordingly or« 
dered to be held in readinefs at Phillip's Town^ for 
their conveyance by CanaU 

On the 6th the corps under Lord Cornwallls^s 
command, proceeded to French Park, where His' 
Excellency received reports from Major General 
Nugent and Lieutenant General Lake^ of an un- 
fuccefsful attack^ which had, on the preceding day, 
been made by Colonel Vercker, with a part of the 
Garrifon of Sligo, upon the enemy, who had pro- 
ceeded in the diredion of Sligo, and had halted at 
Colooney. 

Colonel Vereker having received information 
that a detachment of the enemy was at Colooney, 
and intended from thence to move round by 
Drumahair,to fupport the attack tp be niade upon 
Sligo, by Ballifadore, and under the impreflion 
that the main body of the enemy had remained in 
Caftlebar, marched from Sligo with about 270 
men of the Limerick City Militia, 30 of the Twen- 
fourth Dragoons, and 2 curricle guns, which, from 
the information he had received, he thought a 
force equal to the attack of the enemy. The en- 
gagement took place about a quarter of a mile to 
the northward of Colooney, and was warmly 
maintained for the fpacc of an hour, when the 

D French, 
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French, by their great fuperiority of ntrmbcrs, were 
enabled to out-flank, and to force Colonel Vere- 
ker's right, and obliged him to retreat. The officers 
and men of the Limerick City Regiment, behaved 
moft gallantly in theaftion, and fuflfcrcd confider- 
ably. Captain Cripps, their adjutant, was killed ; 
Colonel Vereker, the Lieutenant Colonel, the Ma- 
jor, and two Subalterns were wounded ; two Cap- 
tains and two Subalterns taken prifoners. Had the 
enemy been oppofed with equal firmnefs by fome 
of the corps at Caftlebar, he would probably never 
have reached Colooney. 

Colonel Vereker retreated to Sligo, which he 
evacuated, retiring to Ballyfliannon^ upon finding 
that the enemy had on the night of the 5th, 
marched round by Drumahair and Ballitogher, 
apparently on his route to Sligo. 

M. General Nugent, upon the receipt of Colonel 
Verekcr^s report, fent Brigadier General Cham- 
pagne to Ballyfliannon, with orders to ^ttend to the 
defences of that place and of Beleck. The Queen's 
County Regiment was deftined to reinforce thefc 
pofts if required, and the Argyll Regiment was 
ordered from Belturbet to Ennifkillcn. 

Major General Moore's corps arrived and en- 
camped near Tobbercurry, on the evening of the 

6th, 
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(6th, having marched 19 Irifli miles without halting. 
Lieutenant General Lake^ on the morning of the 
fame day» arrived at C!olooney> from \¥hich place 
the enemy iiad marched the preceding night to 
Drumahair. Lieutenant General Lake imme* 
diately proceeded to Ballentogher^ having fent f(^ 
ward Lieutenant Colonel Craufurd with a ftrong 
patrole towards Drumahain 

On the march from Colooney he found three 
fix-pounders and one tumbril (Britiih) which the 
enemy had difmounted and thrown into the ditch 
by the road fide ; and Lieutenant Colonel Crau- 
furd reported, that the enemy had marched at 1 1 
o'clock A. M. on the 6th, from Drumahair to 
Manor Hamilton, living preriouily thrown five 
guns and one tumbril (Britifh) over the bridge at 
the former place. 

Lieutenant General Lake proceeded to Druma-, 
hair, and having received a further report that the 
enemy had fuddenly turned to the right at Drum- 
kiern, he fent orders to Colonel Vercker to 
march back to Sligo, with the garrifon and the 
yeomanry that were retiring to Ballyfhannon, their 
abfence having created much uneafinefs in the 
country. 

Lord Cornwallis judging from the enemy's 
D 9' movementai 
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movenient$> that it was his intentioti to proceed t& 
Boylt, ot Carrtck on Shannon, haflened the march 
of his troops from French Park to the latter place, 
which they reached on the 7th, after a moft rapid 
march. 

Major General Moore, who was at Tobbcr- 
curry, and who by the fudden turn the enemy had 
taken, was thrown one day's march in the rear of 
Lieutenant General Lake's corps^ was direded to 
be prepared in the event of the enemy's movement 
to Boyle. 

The Brigade of Guards was ordered from KiU 
beggan to Mullingar, and to move on to the 
Southward a little in advance of Lord Cornwallis's 
corps. 

Lieutenant Colonel Craufurd, who had never 
loft fight of the enemy, came up clofc to their rear 
guard on the 7th, between Drumfliambo and Bal- 
linamorc, killed a few, and caufed the infantry to 
form, which being pofted in ditches he could not 
attack. Lieutenant General Lake had proceeded 
with the utmoft expedition with the remainder of his 
corps, and encamped about two miles in front of 
Drumfliambo, on the fame day. 

From henceforth, the movements of the different 
., corps 
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corps are fo dearly and fo circumftantiaily ftated in 
Lord Comwallis'8 public letter of the 9th Septem- 
ber, to the Duke of Portland, that it 19 perfe^Uy 
unneceQary to enter into any further details^ and I 
have, therefore, annexed a copy of it.

" When I wrote to Your Grace on the 5th, I had 
every reafon to belicTe,froni the enemy's movement 
to Drumchair, that it was their intention to march to 
the North, and it was natural to fuppofc, that they 
might hope that a French force would get into 
fome of the bays in that part of the country, with- 
out a fuccour of which kind every point of direc- 
tion for their march fecmed equally dcfpcrate. \ 
received, however, very early in the morning of 
the 7th, accounts from General Lake, that they had 
turned to their right at Drumkeirn, and that he had 
reafon to believe that it was their intention to go tp 
Boyle or Carrick on Shannon *, in confequence of 
which, I haftencd the march of the troops under my 
immediate command,in order to arrive before the ene- 
my at Carrick, and direSed Major General Moore, 
whq was at Tobbercurry, to be prepared in the event 
P3 of 
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of the enemy's taovcment to Boyle^ On my arrival at 
Carrick I found that the enemy had pafled the 
Shannon at Balintra, vrhcrc they had attempted to 
deftroy the bridge, but General LaKc followed 
them fo clofely, that they were not able to eflfca it. 
Under thcfc circumftances^ I felt pretty confident, 
that one more march would bring this diragreeable 
warfare to a conclufion ; and having obtained fatis- 
fa£tory information that the enemy had halted for 
the night at Cloon y. I marched, with the troops at 
Carrick, at ten o'clock, on the night of the 7 th, to 
Mohill, and dircded General Lake to proteed at 
the fame tirpe to Cloon, which is about three miles 
from Mohill, by which movement I fhould be able 
to join with Qeneral Lake in the attack of the 
enemy, if they fhould remain at Cloon, or to inter ^ 
cept their retreat, if they fhould, as it was moft pro- 
bable, retire on the approach of our army. On my 
arrival at Mohill, foon after day-break, I found that 
the enemy had begun to move towards Granard j 
I therefore proceeded, %ith all poflible expedition, 
to this place, through which I was affured, on ac- 
count of a broken bridge, that the enemy muft paf§ 
in their way to Granard, and direfted General 
Lake to attack the enemy's rear, and impede their 
march as much as pofTible, without bringing thp 
whole of his corps into aftion. Lieutenant Ge- 
neral Lake performed this fervice with his ufual at- 
tention and ability, and the enclgfed letter which I 

bavQ 
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have jufl: received from hiihj \vUl esplaia the cir- 
cuipftances which produced an immediate fur- 
render of the enemy's army. •The copy of my 
orders which I enclofe will (how how mupji reafon 
I have to be fatisfied with the exertions of the 
troops, and I requeit that your Grace wil) be 
pkafed to inform his Majefty^ that I have received 
the greateft afliftance from the General and Staff 
who have ferved with the army.

Lieutenant General Lake, in the report alluded 
to in his Excellency's letter, dates, that after four 
days and nights moft fevere marching, his column 
arrived at Cloon about feiofi^ o'clock on the morn- 
ing of the 8th, when, after having received direc- 
tions from Lord Cornwallis to follow the enemy 
on the fame line, while his Excellency moved by 
the lower road to intercept him, he advanced, hav^ 
ing prpvioufly detached the Monaghan Light Com% 

* Note J, 
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pany, mounted behind dragoonSj to harrafe the 
enemy's rear. Lieutenant Colonel Craufurdj on 
coming up with the French rear guard, fummoned 
them to furrender, but as they did not attend to 
his fummons, he attacked them, upon which up; 
wards of 200 French infantry threw down their 
arms. Under the idea that the remainder of the 
corps would do the fame. Captain Packenham, 
Lieutenant General of the Ordnance, and Major 
General Cradock, (^artermaifter General, rode up 
to them. , The enemy, however, inftantly com- 
menced a fire of cannon and mufquetry, from 
which General Cradock received a wound in the 
arm. Lieutenant General Lake then ordered the 
3d battalion of light infantry, under the command 
of Lieutenant Colonel Innis, of the 64th regiment, 
fupportcd by part of the Armagh Regiment of 
Militia, to commence the attack qpon the enemy's 
polition. The aftion laftcd upwards of half an 
hour, when the remainder of the column making 
its appearance, the .F^f nch furrcqdered at difcrc- 
tion. The rebels (whofe force, notwithftanding 
the great rcduftion which had taken place in it 
from defertion, during the march, ftill amounted to 
about 1500,) difperfcd, but numbers of them were 
J?.illed on the field and in their flight. Mr. Blake 
was taken prifoner, and afterwards executed in 
purfuance of the fijntcnce of a general court 
martiah

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"^ Lieutenant General Lake, in his report^ fpeakg 
in high terms of the condnd of the officers and 
men under his command^ and particularly men* 
tions Lieutenant Colonel Craufurd, of whofe zeal, 
fpirit^ and abilities^ too n^uch cannot indeed be 
faid ; and whofe exertions were admirably feconded 
by the detachment of Hotnpefch Dragoons, under 
the command of Captain O'Todle, of that corps. 
The following is the return of the lofs fufFered by 
the King's troops at BSIlinamuck :

It may be naturally fuppofed, that in a country, 
where no magazines were eilablifhed, confiderablc 
and unavoidable difficulties mufl: have occurred in 
fupplying the troops which had been fuddenly 
marched into it, and whofe movements in every 
direftion were entirely unexpefked. The manner 
in which the troops were neverthelefs fupplied, 
and which at no time afforded caufc for complaint^ 
fpeaks fufficiently in praife of the alnlities and the 
exertions of Colonel Handfield, the Commiffary 
General. 

Having, 
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Having, I tnift, proved latisfi^dorily that no 4tlay 
had taken plaf:e previous to the arrival of I^ord 
CornwalUa's corps at Holly mount, which was not 
indifpenfably neccffary from prudential motives, 
^ and of which the confequences had undergone the 
mofl; ferious confederation in all their efieds, I 
^cannot conclude this ftatement without recom* 
mending to attention, the movements of the different 
corps from that period, for an explanation of which 
I mufl: refer to the annested map of the feat of 
operations. 

To thofe who have expatiated on the adivity of 
the enemy, and the rapidity of his progrefs, it ap- 
pears neceflary to obferve^ that his precipitate 
march from Caftlebar had given him a day's ad- 
vance on both Lieutenant General Lake's and 
Lord Cornwaliis's corps $ that he moved without 
baggage, forcing a fupply wherever he pa^ed ; and 
that fo much was expedition his principal objed, 
that he had even Abandoned the greater part of his 
artillery on his route. Notwithftanding which he 
was overtaken in one diredion by Lieutenant 
General Lake's corps, and intercepted in another 
by Lord Cornwaliis's ; the exertions and a&ivity of 
whofe troops muft therefore be admitted to have 
been fuperior even to thofe which have with fome 
individuals been fo much a fubjcd of admiration.

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No inconvenience rdultcd to the country from 
the continuance of the cncniy at Caftlcbar having 
been protraflicd for the fpacfe of three days, but the 
confcquences would perhaps have proved fatal had 
the defperaie effort which he made upon the ap- 
|)tdach of the King's troops, and which was evi- 
<lctttly dircftcd againft the capital, been attempted 
before Lord GornwaHis had affembled fuch a force 
as enabled hrm to aft with energy, and until the 
prefcnce and example of fome experienced troops 
iiid given confidence to his corps, in great meafure 
compofcd of regiments brave and zealous indeed, 
but unexperienced. It was alfo effcntially necef- 
fary for his Excellency to reinforce the corps on 
his right, with a view to impede the enemy's move- 
ments in that quarter. 

Lord Cornwallis's march to Carrick on Shan- 
non, was equally calculated to counteract the 
enemy's operations, had he penetrated into the 
North, as it was to oppofe his progrefs to the 
capital, but the latter was a coniideration of fuch 
infinite importance, that his Excellency was further 
induced to drrcfl: the march of the brigade of 
Guards to Mullingdr and Kilbeggan, where its pre- 
fence muft ultimately have defeated the enemy's 
project, had he by the rapidity of his march fuc- 
cecded in efcaping the two corps immediately in 
purfuit of him, whilft it contributed effcntially to 

the 
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ihc reftoration of order in the counties of Weft^ 
meath and Kildare> and to its prefervation in Dublin 
and the neighbourhood. 

The circumftances vhich had required fuch 
movements and precautions, cannot again occur, 
fhould even a force of the enemy^ far fuperior to , 
that under General Humbert, effed: a landing upon 
the Irifh coaft* The difpofition of the troops 
which was ordered, akhoiigh not executed, when 
General Humbert landed, having fince taken place, 
and the zeal and loyalty of the Englifh militia, 
having enabled Government to fend fuch reinforce* 
ments to Ireland as, combined with the laudable 
exertions and the aflive fpirit which have upon fo 
many trying occafions been manifefled by the 
yeomanry of Ireland, mufl: enfure the poilibility of 
providing without delay^ againft foreign attemptSj 
and of fupprcffing internal rifmgs.

THE OENERAL COMMANDING IN CHIEF THE 
AEMY OP IRELAND, ±0 THE EXECUTIVE- 
DIRECTORY. 

X AM to report to you. Citizens Dircftors, what 
have been my operations in Ireland. 

On the 4th Fruftidor, as foon as I got within 
light of Broadhavcn, the army received the ap- 
pellation of Army of Ireland. The wind being 
unfavourable, we could not make the land on that 
day. 

On the 5th, the dlvifion of frigates, after beat- 
ing againft wind and tide during 12 hours, an- 
chored in the B^y of KillaU about three o'clock 
P. M. In confequence of our having hoifted the 

E 3 Englilh 
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EngUih flag, many perfons of note, and fomc 
Englifh officers, came on board j — it is impoflible 
to defcribc their aftoniihment at the fight of us. — 
At four, lorders w^rc given to difeaibark. The 
Adjutant General Sarazin landed firft^ at the head 
of the grenadiers* I ordered him to march to 
Killala, which he carried with the bayonet. I ap« 
pointed him General of Brigade on the field of 
battle. The enemy was compleatly defeated. Of 
aoo men who defended the poft, about ao only 
efcaped over the walls — the reft were taken or 
killed. Almoft all the prifoners begged to be 
permitted to ferve with us, and I readily confented 
to tbcir requeft. The difembarkation was corn- 
pleated towards lo o'clock P. M. 

On the 6th, Generjzil Sarrazin reconnoitred Bal- 
Una ; a flight ikirmifH only took place, the enemy's 
cavalry having retired in full gallop the fpace of 
two leagues. 

On the 7th, I marched with the army againft 
Ballina. General Sarazin, at the head of the 
grenadiers and of one battalion of the line, dif- 
perfed every thing that oppofed his paflage. The 
Adjutant General Fontaine was dire£ted to turn 
the enemy's flank. This attack fucceeded, and be 
took feveral prifonerSt I purfued the cavalry 

during 
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during a cottfiderabk time, ti^ith ttic brave ^4 
regiment of ChaQcurs h Cheval. 

On the 8th, the French army wad joined by A 
corps of United Irifhmen^ who were armed and 
clothed on the fpot. Towards three o'clock P. M. 
I moved forward to Rappa, and remained in that 
diredion until two o'clock A. M. 

On the 9th, the army advanced to Ballina, whert 
it took poft, but marched from it at three o'clock 
P. M. — After a march of 1 5 hours, I arrived on 
the toth, at fix o'clock in the olorning, on the 
heights in the rear of Caftlebar* Having ex- 
amined the enemy's pofition, which was very 
ftrongt I ordered General Sarrazin to commence 
the attack. The enemy*s ikirmifhcrs were rapidly 
driven in^ and were purfued as far as the foot o£ 
the enemy's pofition. The grenadiers charged 
their line of battle, and were fupported by the in- 
fantry of the line. The columns deployed under 
the fire of 12 pieces of cannon. General Sarrazin 
ordered the enemy's left to be attacked by a bat- 
talion of the line, which was obliged to give way, 
having received the fire of upwards of aooo men. 
General Sarrazin flew to its fupport at the head of 
the grenadiers, and repulfed the enemy. The 
Engliih, during half an hour, kept up a tremendous 
fire of mufquetry, to which General Sarrazin for- 

E 4 bid 
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bid rcpoifting. Our determined countenance dif- 
concerted the Englifh General, and as foon as the 
whole of the army had come up, I ordered a general 
attack to be made. Qeneral Sarrazin drove in 
the enemy's right, and took three pieces of cannon. 
The Chief of Battalion, Ardouii), obliged bis left to 
retire to Caftlebar. 

The enemy having concentrated his force in 
Caftlebar, and proteftcd by his artillery kept up a 
terrible fire — ^but by a fuccefsful charge of the 3d 
regiment of Chaffeurs a Chcval, made through the 
main ftreet of Caftlebar, he was forced to retire 
acrofs the bridge." After fevcral very deftrudive 
charges, both of cavalry and infantry, diredled by 
General Sarrazin and Adjutant General Fon- 
taine, the enemy was driven from all his pofitions, 
and purfued.for the fpacc of two leagues. 

The enemy's lofs amounts to 1800 men (of 
which 600 killed or wounded, and 1200 prifoners), 
10 pieces of cannon, 5 ftand of colours, 1200 fire- 
locks, and almoft all his baggage. The ftandard 
of his cavalry was taken in a charge by General 
Sarrazin, whom I named General of Divifion on 
the field of battle. I alfo, . during the aftion, ap- 
pointed the Adjutant General Fontaine, General of 
Brigade, and the Chiefs of Battalion Azemare, 
Ardouin, andDufour, Chiefs of Brigade. I fur-' 

ther 
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ther named Captain Durival a Commander of Squa« 
-dron, and Captains TouiTaint, Zilberman, Ranou^ 
Huette, Babiu, and Rutz, Chiefs of Battalion; 
I beg. Citizens pircftors, that'ypu will be plcafed 
to confirm thefe promotions, and that you will fend 
the commiifions as foon as poilibl^, as it will be 
produdive of very good effcfts. 

Officers and foldiers have (hewn prodigies of 
▼alour. We have to regret the. lofs of fome excel- 
lent officers and very brave foldiers. .JftkaU ve^y 
fiiortly forward to you further details j at prefent I 
will only add^ that the enemy's army,«c(Xififting.of 
between 5 and 6000 men, of whigh 600 ca^ky^ 
has been completely difperfed.

You will 
pcrceirc that no exertions arc wanting on our patt 
to fulfill the intentions of Governmenc. 

I have made feveral appointments, according to 
the anions and to the military talents difplayed by 
thofe whom they regard, and I folicit yourfupport 
in obtaining from the Executive Direftory, aeon- 
firmation of them. 

About 6oo United Iriih joined me on the 8 th 
Fruftidor, and were immediately armed and 
* ' clothed. 
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dotted. On the loth they came forward to the 
heights in the rear of Caftlebar. The firft cannon 
fliot that was fired drove them off. I cxpedled as 
much, and their panic in no wsry devanged my 
operations. 

The viftory of Caftlebar has produced excel- 
lent cffcfts ; and I hope within three days to have 
with me a corps of 2 or 3000 of the inhabitants. 

The Englilh army, which I yeftcrday defeafe^ 
is commanded by General Houghton, whofe head 
quarters are now stt Tnam. He intends to aflbai^ 
ble 25,000 mea to actack me ; and on my Hdc I 
am doing my utmoft to be well prepared for his 
reception, and even to go and meet him fhould cir^ 
cumftanccs juftify fuch proceedings We oecapf 
tillalas BalIina,Foxfbnf, Caftlebar, Newport, BaJ- 
liilrobe, and Weftport. As foon a^e the corps of 
United Iriihmen, which I vnih to aflemble, fiialt 
be clothed, I ihall march againfl the ei\emy in the 
diredion of Roicommon, where the partizans of 
infiirrefbion are moft zealous. As foon as the 
Englilh army (hall have evacuated the Ph)vince of 
Conaaught, I fhallpafs the Shannon, andfhatlen^ 
deavour to make a jundion with- the infurgents in" 
the North. When this Ihall have been eflPcftcd, I 
fhaQ be in a fiifficient force to march to Dublin^ 
and to fight a dccifi ve action. 

The^ 
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The Irtfli have until this day hung back. The 
county of Mayo has never been difturbed, and this 
mufl: account for the flownefs of our progrefs, nvhich 
in other parts would have been very different. 

As this handful of French may pofSbly be obliged 
to yield to numbers, and that the noife of cannon 
may again produce on our new foldiers the effe£t 
it had at Caillebar, I deiire you will fend me one 
battalion of the 3d half brigade of light infantry^ 
one of the loth half brigade of the line, 150 of the 
3d regiment of chaffeurs a cheval, and 100 men of 
the light artillery ; 15,000 firelocks, and a million 
of cartridges. 

I will venture to affcrt, that in the courfc of a 
month after the arrival of this reinforcement, which 
I eftimale at 2000 mciij Ireland will be free. 

The fleet may anchor in the Bay of Tarhy^ by 
53, S5 latitude South of VJ/Ie Mutt^ne^ and the 
difembarkation will be effeded without difficulty. . 

I cannot fufficiently praifc the condufl: of the 
troops under my command. I muft recommend 
my brave comrades to the gratitude of the nation,.. 
and to your paternal care.

4th. The Government ihall immediately attend 
to the organization of the militia of the province of 
Connaught, and to the fupplies for the French and 
Iriih armies. 

5th. Eight regiments of infantry of 1 200 men 
each, and four regiments of cavalry of 600 meii 
each^ fliall be organized. 

6th. The government fhall declare all thofe to 
be rebels and tk-aitors, who having received arms, 
or cloathing, fhall not within 24 hours rejoin the 
army. 

7th. Every individual, from'the age of 16 tp 40 
inclufive, is required in the name of the Irilh Re<- 
public, inflantly to repair to the French camp, in 
order to march in mafs againft the common enemy, 
the tyrant of Ireland — the Englifhi whpfc dcr 

ftrtt&ion 
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ftradioa alone can infure the independence and the 
welfiure of antient Hibernia.
